of  the  Town  and  development  of  Portsmouth  Avenue.   The  purpose  being  to  direct  the 
Town  officials  in  decisions  made  regarding  these  matters.   Motion  was  made  to  amend 
and  delete  the  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  Commission.   John  Flynn  seconded.   Yes 
vote  on  amendment.   W.  D.  Scamman,  Jr.  made  a  motion  to  amend  article  to  read 
Selectmen  or  designees.   Yes  vote  on  the  amendment  and  adoption  of  resolution. 

The  following  resolution  was  presented  by  Francis  Frasier:   I  move  that  the 
minutes  of  this  meeting  reflect  the  granting  of  a  vote  of  thanks  from  the  citizens 
of  Stratham  to  Richard  G.  Scamman  in  appreciation  of  the  many  years  of  service  he 
has  unselfishly  given  to  the  Town  as  Selectman.   His  tireless  efforts  and  genuine 
concern  for  the  Town  and  its  citizens  reflect  credit  and  honor  upon  him. 

Motion  made  by  Rudolph  Bume:   The  Selectmen  provide  listings  of  property 
assessments  in  the  town  report  every  five  years.   Duly  seconded.   Yes  vote.

State ,  qualified  to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Lower  Town  Hall  in  said  Stratham 
on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March,  next  at  10  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon, 
to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

ARTICLE  1.   To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

ARTICLE  2 .   Relates  to  a  proposal  for  incorporating  some  control  of  growth  in  the 
Town  of  Stratham  while  at  the  same  time  setting  up  a  Sounding  Board  for  citizen 
input  and  professional  assistance  if  required  and  desired  leading  to  the  adoption 
of  a  Master  Plan  or  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  future  use,  control  and  regulation 
of  land  in  the  Town  of  Stratham,   The  Sounding  Board  would  work  under  and  report 
to  the  Planning  Board  for  such  period  of  time  as  is  required  to  set  up  the  rules, 
regulations  and  methods  of  operation  and  definition  necessary  to  develop  this 
proposed  Master  Plan  or  Comprehensive  Plan  for  submission  to  the  voters  for  adoption 
hopefully  within  a  two  year  period  or  less.   This  matter  is  the  subject  of  a  similar 
Citizens  Petition  and  results  from  discussions  at  the  First  Public  Hearing  on 
January  19,  1979,  said  subject  matter  already  having  been  published  in  substance. 
Proposal:   To  add  the  following  to  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance  at  the  end  there- 
of and  also  have  it  added  by  reference  insofar  as  it  may  be  applicable  in  order  to 
fully  vest  the  authority  of  the  language  of  the  proposal  at  the  end  of  the  Building 
Ordinance  and  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  if  also  approved  by  the  Planning 
Board  at  a  Public  Meeting. 

In  order  to  reasonably  control  the  rapid  growth  of  residential  construction 
within  the  Town  of  Stratham  it  is  hereby  voted  at  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1979 
that  the  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  fifty  (50)  lots  for  the  con- 
struction of  residential  housing  between  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1979  and  the  Town 
Meeting  of  March  1980.   This  regulation  shall  be  effective  upon  vote  of  the  citizens 
of  the  Town  of  Stratham  only  upon  c  ondition  that  the  following  provisions  are 
likewise  adopted  by  ballot  vote  at  the  March  1979  Town  Meeting. 

A.  That  the  Selectmen  shall  appoint  such  number  of  interested  citizens  as  the 
Selectmen  deem  necessary  to  set  up  a  Sounding  Board  for  the  promotion  of  and 
development  of  a  Master  Plan  or  Comprehensive  Plan  for  the  Town  of  Stratham. 

B.  That  the  Selectmen  shall  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  growth  control  legislation 
herein  adopted  upon  the  same  terms  as  the  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance,  Building 
Ordinance  and  Land  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  are  now  enforce. 

C.  That  in  pursuance  of  the  implementation  of  the  growth  control  in  a  fair  and 
equitable  manner  the  following  restrictions  shall  be  enforced  by  the  various 
official  town  agents,  boards,  commissions  or  employees: 


1.  The  Planning  Board  shall  not  approve  more  than  six  (6)  new  lots  for  any 
subdivision  or  developer  based  on  ownership  of  the  subject  premises  as  of  Town 
Meeting  in  March  1979  no  matter  how  the  property  is  conveyed,  encumbered  or 
divided  between  Town  Meeting  in  March  1979  and  Town  Meeting  of  March  1980.   This 
provision  relates  to  Real  Estate  which  requires  any  new  road  construction.   If 
there  is  a  subdivision  submitted  requiring  no  new  road  construction  the  maximum 
lot  approvals  permitted  or  authorized  shall  be  three  (3)  upon  same  terms  and 
conditions  of  ownership  as  new  road  construction  Real  Estate.   If  there  is  a  sub- 
division submitted  which  is  serviced  by  a  right  of  way  then  only  one  (1)  lot  may 
be  approved.   A  new  road  is  defined  as  one  that  is  not  presently  maintained  by  the 
Town  of  Stratham  as  of  Town  Meeting  of  March  1979. 

Under  no  circumstances  shall  a  developer,  ownSr  or  any  other  person  be  granted 
more  than  ten  (10)  building  permits  upon  Real  Estate  which  was  a  part  of  a  sub- 
division, development  or  single  ownership,  joint  or  multi-party  ownership  between 
Town  Meeting  of  March  1979  and  Town  Meeting  of  March  1980.   This  provision  includes 
any  existing  lot  or  lots  approved  prior  to  the  Town  Meeting  of  March  1979  no  matter 
how  or  when  they  were  approved  previously  and  whether  or  not  the  approvals  were 
for  different  phases  or  sections  of  a  subdivision  or  development.   For  purposes  of 
this  provision  there  are  presently  existing  the  following  major  subdivisions:   Wingate 
Woods  (Emanuel) ;  Meadowbrook  Farm  (McDonnell);  Stratham  Woods  (Wilkins) ;  Pond  View 
Heights  (Stevens);  Plan  of  Land  in  Stratham,  N.H.,  Susan  J.  Conway  (Conway);  Plan 
of  Lane  in  Stratham, N.H. ,  Stratham  Heights  Road,  Ralph  Amsden  (Amsden) . 

2.  That  the  Building  Inspector  shall  not  issue  any  building  permit  which  is 
contrary  to  the  limitations  herein  set  forth. 

3.  That  the  Selectmen  shall  enforce  this  legislation  using  any  and  all 
authorized  legal  process  to  do  so. 

4.  That  this  legislation  shall  be  of  full  force  and  effect  from  Town  Meeting 
1979  until  Town  Meeting  of  March  1980  at  which  time  it  shall  be  revised  in  some 
way  by  the  citizens  of  Stratham. . 

5.  That  in  the  event  that  any  portion  of  this  legislation  relating  to  contoll- 
ing  residential  growth  in  the  Town  of  Stratham  is  deemed  to  be  invalid,  illegal  or 
unconstitutional  then  each  and  every  provision  of  this  legislation  shall  be  con- 
sidered to  be  separate  and  distinct  and  those  portions  unaffected  by  any  legal  order 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article. 

ARTICLE  3 .   To  consider  a  recommendation  from  the  Dog  Ordinance  Committee  that  the 
owners  or  keepers  of  more  than  four  dogs,  thus  being  defined  as  maintaining  a  kennel 
by  RSA  466:6,  shall  maintain  such  dogs  on  a  lot  of  not  less  than  five  acres  of  land 
and  that  existing  qualifying  and  licensed  kennels  shall  be  exempted  from  the  above 
restrictions  as  to  lot  size.   Add  to  Zoning  and  Land  Use  Ordinance,  Article  IV, 
proposed  section  K.   The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article. 

ARTICLE  4.   To  consider  a  recommendation  from  the  Selectmen  that  the  fees  under  the 
Building  Ordinance,  Article  1,  Sectionl,  be  changed  to  the  following:   Permits  for 
$5,000.00  and  under  be  changed  from  $5.00  to  $10.00,  permits  for  $5,000.00  and  over 
be  changed  to  $2.00  per  $1,000.00  of  value.   The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article, 
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ARTICLE  5,   To  consider  the  following  recommendations  from  the  Industrial  Committee: 

1.  Change  the  description  of  the  Industrial  District  to  include  the  land 
bounded  as  follows:   Starting  at  the  Southeast  corner  of  Stratham  and  running  west 
along  101D  as  the  south  bound,  then  turning  and  proceeding  Northwest  3000  feet  along 
the  Exeter-Stratham  town  line,  then  turning  East  to  form  the  North  bound  to  a  point 
turning  Southwest  and  proceeding  3000  feet  along  the  North  Hampton-Stratham  line 

to  the  starting  point.   Add  to  page  31. 

2.  Article  V-Industrial  District-The  Industrial  District  shall  meet  the 
following  requirements  in  those  portions  of  the  town  so  indicated  on  the  zoning 
map  as  Industrial  District. 

A.  Dwellings  permitted  in  the  Residential-Agricultural  and  Commercial 
District  shall  be  excluded. 

B.  The  following  uses  of  land,  building  and  structures  shall  be 
permitted. 

1.  Business  and  Professional  offices. 

2.  Wholesale  businesses. 

3.  Research  Laboratories,  including  assembly  and  manufacturing. 

4.  Any  other  use  of  an  industrial  nature  which  is  not  dangerous 
by  reason  of  fire,  explosion  or  other  hazard,  or  injurious  noxious  or  detrimental 
to  the  .Town  of  Stratham  by  reason  of  emission  of  dust,  odor>  fumes,  smoke,  refuse 
matter,  vibration  noise,  or  other  nuisance. 

5.  Exterior  storage  yards,  utility  structures,  contractors  ter- 
minals, provided  that  any  material  stored  outside  will  be  behind  the  front  face  of 
the  building  and  screened  from  view  of  abutting  property  or  densely  planted  shrubbery 
which  would  have  a  height  of  6  feet. 

6.  Any  use  accessory  to  the  foregoing. 

C.  Land  Requirements. 

1.  Frontage  -  Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage 
of  250  feet. 

2.  Front  Yard  -  Between  the  nearest  Right  of  Way  and  the  extreme 
front  of  any  building,  there  shall  be  a  minimum  depth  of  100  feet. 

3.  Side  and  Back  Yard  -  A  building  shall  not  be  located  nearer 
than  50  feet  of  the  property  line. 

4.  Minimum  Land  Area  -  A  lot  shall  not  be  less  than  two  acres. 

D.  Off  Street  Parking. 

1.   An  Industry  must  provide  adequate  parking  facilities  for 

a)  freight  and  delivery  trucks 

b)  employee  parking 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

E.  Sewage  Disposal  Requirements 

Requirements  shall  be  the  same  as  in  the  Commercial  District. 
The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article. 

ARTICLE  6.   Beginning  at  the  Exeter  Town  Line  at  Portsmouth  Avenue;  thence  running 
northerly  along  the  center  line  of  Portsmouth  Avenue,  stopping  at  Mill  Brook,  and 
excluding  the  frontage  on  the  West  side  starting  fifty  feet  south  of  the  south  end 
of  Emery  Lane  and  extending  fifty  feet  north  of  the  north  end  of  Emery  Lane,  and  to 
carry  a  depth  easterly  and  westerly  of  the  center  line  of  Portsmouth  Avenue  of  four 
hundred  (400)  feet,  and  the  easterly  and  westerly  bound  of  this  district  to  be 
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parallel  with  the  center  line  of  Route  101  at  all  points.   Also  a  commercial  zone 
beginning  at  a  point  on  Portsmouth  Avenue,  which  point  marks  the  northerly  property 
line  of  the  "Elms,"  so-called,  thence  running  southerly  along  the  westerly  side  of 
Route  101  to  the  southerly  property  line  of  Cadieux's  Wayside  Furniture  Company; 
and  beginning  at  a  point  on  the  easterly  side  of  Portsmouth  Avenue  at  the  northerly 
property  line  of  one  Monahan,  thence  running  southerly  along  the  easterly  side  of 
Portsmouth  Avenue  and  the  easterly  branch  of  the  traffic  circle  to  the  southerly 
bound  of  one  Wood,  said  zone  to  have  a  depth  of  four  hundred  (400)  feet  easterly  and 
westerly  of  the  center  line  of  Portsmouth  Avenue,  and  the  easterly  and  westerly  bound 
of  this  ("district  to  be  parallel  with  the  center  line  of  Route  101  at  all  points. 
The  Planning  Board  does  not  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  7.   The  Planning  Board  recommends  that  Article  4,  Section  F  be  changed  to  read 
only  single  family  residences  shall  be  permitted  in  large  subdivisions  unless  approved 
otherwise  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  from  March  Town  Meeting  1979. 
The  Planning  Board  recommends  this  article. 

ARTICLE  8 .   By  petition  of  Betsy  Marvin  and  twenty-five  citizens  for  a  change  in  the 
zoning  regulations  referring  to  the  residential-agricultural  District.   Article  4, 
Section  F  presently  states:   Single-family,  two-family,  and  three-family  residences 
including  accessory  buildings  and  buildings  for  agricultural  purposes  are  permitted 
in  this  District.   We  petition  the  change  in  this  section  to  read:   Single-family 
residences  including  accessory  buildings  and  buildings  for  agricultural  purposes  are 
permitted  in  this  District.   A  resident  homeowner  of  an  existing  single-family 
residence  may  request  approval  from  the  zoning  board  to  convert  any  or  part  of 
this  structure  to  a  maximum  of  a  three-family  residence. 
The  Planning  Board  does  not  recommend  this  article. 

ARTICLE  9.   Dog  Control  Law. 

1.   Notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  chapter,  it  shall  be  unlawful 
for  any  dog  to  run  at  large,  except  when  accompanied  by  the  owner  or  custodian,  and 
when  used  for  hunting,  herding,  supervised  competition  and  exhibition  or  training 
for  such.   For  the  purpose  of  this  section  "accompanied"  shall  be  defined  as  that 
the  owner  or  custodian  must  be  able  to  see  or  hear,  or  both,  or  have  reasonable 
knowledge  of  where  the  dog  is  hunting,  herding,  or  where  training  is  being  conducted 
or  where  trails  are  being  held.   Nothing  herein  provided  shall  mean  that  the  dog 
must  be  within  sight  at  all  times. 

II.   In  this  section  "at  large"  means  off  the  premises  of  the  owner  or  keeper 
and  not  under  the  control  of  any  person  by  means  of  personal  presence  and  attention 
as  will  reasonably  control  the  conduct  of  such  dog, unless  accompanied  by  the  owner 
or  custodian. 

III.   Any  authorized  person  may  seize,  impound  or  restrain  any  dog  in  violation 
of  this  section  and  deliver  said  dog  to  a  person  or  shelter  authorized  to  board 
dogs.   Such  dogs  shall  be  handled  as  strays  or  abandoned  dogs  pursuant  to  applicable 
laws. 
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IV.   In  addition  to  impounding  a  dog  found  at  large  or  inviolation  of  this 

section,  any  law  enforcement  officer  may  issue  in  the  name  of  the  owner  or  keeper 

of  such  dog  a  notice  of  the  violation.   Such  notice  shall  impose  \ipon  the  owner  or 

keeper  of  such  a  dog  a  forfeiture  of  $10.00  which  must  be  paid  to  the  clerk  of  the 

town  or  city  wherein  such  dog  is  owned  or  kept  within  96  hours  of  the  date  and  time 

notice  is  given,  in  full  satisfaction  of  the  assessed  penalty.   In  the  event  such 

penalty  is  not  paid  to  the  town  or  city  clerk  within  the  time  limitations  specified, 

a  summons  shall  be  issued  for  appearance  in  district  court  or  municipal  court  and 

any  person  found  guilty  of  violating  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be 

guilty  of  a  violation. 

V.   The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  effective  in  any  city  or  town 

unless  adopted  by  a  city  or  town  pursuant  to  RSA  466:30-b.

ARTICLE  10.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town  charges 
for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  Fifty  Five  Thousand 
Dollars  ($55,000.00)  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Fire  Truck  and  authorize  the  withdrawal 
of  Twelve  Thousand,  Five  Hundred  Dollars  ($12,500.00)  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue 
Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act 
of  1972  with  the  amount  of  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  ($20,000.00)  to  be  withdrawn 
from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  the  balance  of  Twenty  Two  Thousand,  Five  Hundred 
Dollars  ($22,500.00)  to  come  from  the  Stratham  Volunteer  Fire  Department  Association. 

ARTICLE  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
withdraw  Twenty  Thousand  Dollars  (520,000.00)  from  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  to  be 
used  toward  the  Fire  Truck. 

ARTICLE  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  Seventeen  Thousand,  Five 
Hundred  Dollars  ($17,500.00)  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  salt  shed  and  other 
repairs  to  existing  Town  Highway  Shed  and  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  the  amount 
required  for  this  purpose  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the 
provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972.

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HIGHWAY  AGENT'S  REPORT  1978 

Each  year  at  this  time  I  report  to  the  towns  people  of  Stratham  about 
there  public  works  program .consisting  of  all  town  road  and  maintenance; 
Stratham  Hill  Park  and  maintenance;  town  dump  and  operation;  cemeteries 
and  care;  lawn  mowing  and  maintenance  on  all  areas  owned  by  the  town.   Each 
program  with  it's  own  budget.   Everyone  has  probably  seen  the  budgets  in  the 
papers. 

The  word  "inflation"  is  the  number  one  contributor  to  the  rise  in  your 
public  works  costs.   It  has  never  cost  more  to  feed  our  families,  heat  our 
homes,  drive  our  automobiles  and  so  it  goes  with  the  public  works  department. 
Gasoline  has  gone  out  of  sight,  truck  and  tractor  parts  have  triples,  asphalt 
was  about  .  09C  per  gallon,  now  is  .  57C  and  very  poor  quality  and  so  it  goes 
with  everything  we  have  to  buy  to  keep  the  program  going. 

However  one  must  look  at  the  revenue  side  in  order  to  get  a  true  picture 
of  what  it  costs  the  tax  payers  of  Stratham  to  run  the  Highway  Department.   The 
year  1978  produced  in  revenue  approximately  $90,000.00  leaving  a  balance  of 
approzimately  $15,000.00  to  be  raised  by  taxes.   Automobile  registration  town 
tax  fees  amounting  to  over  $66,000.00  to  be  spent  on  town  roads,  over  $14,000.00 
from  State  Highway  Subsidy  funds  also  have  to  be  spent  on  town  roads  and 
another  $10,000.00  received  from  other  sources  totaling  the  $90,000.00.   In 
1979  the  revenues  will  be  more  due  to  the  fact  that  the  town  has  accepted  more 
miles  of  new  roads  increasing  Highway  Subsidy  from  the  State  of  N.  H. 
Enough  about  that,  now  to  say  something  about  what  went  on  last  year  in  the 
department,  we  got  the  new  GMC  dump  truck,  voted  at  last  town  meeting.   We 
needed  it  very  much  and  appreciate  it  greatly. 

Resurfacing  was  completed  on  the  upper  part  of  William  Circle  by  grinding 
up  what  was  left  of  the  old  tar  and  adding  1  1/2"  of  new  hot  asphalt  to  the 
wearing  surface.   The  cost  was  approximately  $16,000.00.   This  portion  should 
last  a  long  tine.   Resurfacing  by  "farmers  mix"  over  lay  was  done  on  Union 
Road  from  Winnicutt  four  cornors  to  Barker  Road  and  extending  up  Barker  Road 
to  Gowen's  Corn'sr.   This  was  done  by  your  own  town  equipment.   A  temporary  over 
lay  of  "farmers  mix"  was  done  late  in  the  fall  on  High  Street  from  Gowen's 
Corner  to  Donald  Scamman's  to  protect  for  the  winter.   This  portion  is 
scheduled  to  be  done  with  the  same  process  as  William  Circle  this  summer. 
Also  many  roads  are  scheduled  to  be  sand  sealed  this  summer.   On  Fifield  Lane 
some  drainage  ditching  and  extending  culverts  need  priority  this  summer. 

The  eight  sub-division  roads  being  constructed  in  town  are  at  various 
stages  of  construction.   I  will  list  them  so  you  may  know  where  they  are  and 
what  has  been  completed: 

1.  McDonnell's  (Raeder  Drive)  first  phase  completed,  second  phase 
under  construction. 

2.  Wilkin's  (Butterfield  Lane)  first  phase  nearly  complet,  second 
phase  under  construction. 
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3.  Brown  (Brown  Avenue)  completed. 

4.  Emmanual  (Patriots  Road)  first  phase  completed,  second  phase 
under  construction. 

5.  W.  Biery  (Jana  Lane)  first  phase  nearly  completed,  second 
phase  under  construction. 

6.  Susan  Conway  (no  name)  under  construction. 

7.  R.  Amsden  (no  name)  under  construction. 

8.  M.  Stevens (Pondview  Drive)  first  phase  nearly  conpleted. 
When  these  roads  are  all  complete  they  will  add  a  significant  amount  to 

the  over  all  highway  program.   However,  there  should  be  very  little  maintenance 
on  these  roads  for  ten  years,  but  it  does  add  time  to  patrol,  winter  main- 
tenance, plowing,  sanding  and  salting. 

The  Highway  Department  personnel  have  tried  to  do  there  best  to  keep 
your  roads  passable  and  safe,  summer  and  winter.   I  also  wish  to  thank  the 
towns  people  for  being  patient  and  considerate  when  we  have  severe  conditions 
to  cope  with. 

We  of  the  department,  wish  to  extend  an  invitation  to  all  you  towns 
people  to  visit  your  Highway  Department  and  ask  all  the  questions  you  wish.

WIGGIN  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

During  the  month  of  March,  the  library  changed  its  evening  hours  and  the  new 
schedule  became:   Monday,  Wednesday,  Friday  and  Saturday  from  one  until  five,  Wed- 
nesday and  Friday  nights  from  six  until  nine,  and  Wednesday  mornings  from  nine  until 
noon.   This  makes  a  total  of  25  hours  -  which  we  hope  includes  a  time  to  suit  every- 
one. 

Since  shortly  after  the  Statewide  Library  Development  Program  was  initiated, 
our  library  has  been  honored  for  meeting  its  standards  each  year.   One  of  the 
features  of  the  Program  is  the  Statewide  Library  Card.   This  is  issued  to  any 
citizen  of  Stratham  who  has  used  the  library  for  three  months  and  entitles  the 
holder  to  borrow  books  from  any  library  in  the  State  for  a  period  of  one  year, 
free  of  charge. 

The  area  librarians  met  at  our  library  for  their  adult  book  discussion  meet- 
ing in  May.   In  June,  the  District  Advisory  Council  met  here  for  their  business 
meeting  and  program.   During  the  fall,  the  children  from  several  of  the  kinder- 
garten-nursery schools  in  town  visited  the  library  for  a  story  hour  and  film 
program. 

The  Summer  Reading  Program  was  divided  into  two  interest  areas,  with  a  Circus 
Fun  Club  theme  for  first  through  third  grade  readers  and  a  Haunted  House  theme 
featuring  tales  of  the  unknown  for  fourth  through  eighth  grade  students.   Over  80 
enthusiastic  readers  took  part  and  were  invited  to  a  performance  of  the  Little  Red 
Wagon  at  Stratham  Hill  Park  in  August. 

Additional  shelving  was  purchased  this  year  for  our  expanding  collection  of 
books.   New  lighting  was  installed  in  the  reference-study  area  which  makes  it  seem 
like  daylight  even  at  night.   Due  to  their  increasing  popularity,  we  purchased  over 
400  paperback  books  for  a  very  nominal  sum  from  Reading  Enrichment  Co*.  Inc. 
These  range  in  categories  from  current  fiction  and  how-to  to  sports  and  biographies 
and  have  increased  our  paperback  circulation  by  almost  50  per  cent. 

Our  registration  increased  again  this  year  which  means  that  more  people  are 
using  our  services  which  include  books,  records,  magazines,  pamphlets,  pictures, 
reference  help,  interlibrary  loan  plus  the  story  hours  for  pre-schoolers  and  the 
summer  reading  program.   Films,  filmstrips  and  the  use  of  the  16mm  or  filmstrip 
projector  are  available  to  any  organizations  wishing  to  schedule  a  special  program. 

Our  staff  includes  two  pages,  Virginia  Turner  and  Leigh  Herdecker.   Helga  Hart 
replaced  Dorothy  Cole  who  retired  in  September  and  whose  cheer  and  helpfulness  are 
very  much  missed  by  patrons  and  staff.   Joan  Smith  is  a  staff  member  and  is  working 
towards  her  masters  degree  in  library  science. 

We  would  like  to  thank  all  the  patrons  and  organizations  who  contribute  magazine 
subscriptions  and  books  to  the  library  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  FOR  DISPOSAL  OF  SOLID  WASTE 

This  Committee  has  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  several  times  during  the 
past  year  and  has  visited  several  towns  to  study  several  methods  of  waste  disposal. 
The  consensus  is  that  we  should  have  a  compacting  truck  pick  up  the  waste  at  each 
dwelling,  compact  it  and  haul  it  to  Durham  to  a  newly  formed  company,  The  Lamprey 
Regional  Solid  Waste  Corp.  which  will  burn  it  to  generate  steam  which  will  be  sold 
to  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 

We  will  continue  to  use  our  present  dump  on  a  very  limited  scale,  mainly  for 
tree  stumps  and  other  waste  which  is  too  large  or  impractial  to  dispose  of  in 
Durham . 

We  are  indeed  very  fortunate  to  have  had  several  extentions  by  the  State  which 
gave  us  more  time  to  observe,  study  and  profit  by  the  experience  of  other  towns. 

The  Lamprey  Regional  Solid  Waste  plant  is  scheduled  to  be  in  operation  October 
1,  1979  at  which  time  we  whould  be  ready  to  haul  our  waste. 

There  are  many  details  to  be  worked  out,  such  as  days  and  hours  of  pick  up, 
container  size,  weight,  etc.   All  of  these  details  will  be  handled  by  the  Selectmen 
who  will  issue  a  report  to  the  citizenry.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  Stratham  Mosquito  Control  Program  for  1978  ended  on  September  19,  1978. 
The  Mosquito  Control  Committee  felt  that  the  program  was  a  success  and  that  the 
town  benefited  from  it.   The  1978  mosquito  abatement  plan  included  adulticide 
applications  as  needed  through  the  breeding  season  and  limited  larvacide  treat- 
ments as  well.   The  Rockingham  Mosquito  Control  Project  and  the  Stratham  Mosquito 
Control  Committee  cooperated  to  develop  this  plan. 

The  town  purchased  a  Micro-Gen ,  Model  ED2-20,  truck  mounted  chemical  dispersal 
unit.   This  machine  was  used  to  treat  all  of  the  roads  within  the  town  in  an  effort 
to  supress  the  adult  mosquito  populations.   The  chemical  used  in  these  treatments 
was  "CYTHION",  an  organophosphate  compound.   The  saltmarsh  areas  of  the  town  were 
also  treated  to  reduce  immature  mosquito  breeding.   Abate  4E  was  the  chemical  used 
in  all  of  the  larvacide  applications.   Population  surveys  were  conducted  weekly  to 
insure  proper  timing  of  all  insecticidal  treatments.   Six  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty  five  adult  mosquitoes  were  collected  and  identified  as  a  result  of  these 
surverys . 

The  Mosquito  Control  Committee  recommendations  for  future  abatement  activities 
would  be: 

1.  Enlarge  the  larvacide  program  to  include  all  of  the  fresh  water  breeding 
sites  in  the  town. 

2.  Continuation  of  the  adulticiding  program. 

3.  Continued  cooperation  with  the  Rockingham  Mosquito  Control  Project. 

4.  Investigations  into  alternative  methods  of  mosquito  control. 

5.  Cooperation  with  the  surrounding  town.  The  Mosquito  Control  Committee 
has  attempted  to  develop  a  mosquito  abatement  plan  that  is  acceptable  to  all  of 
the  townspeople.   Citizen  imput  is  welcomed  as  are  any  criticisms  or  suggestions. 

Robert  Keating' s  resignation  from  the  Committee  was  accepted  with  regret.   We 
would  like  to  thank  Bob  for  his  contribution  to  this  committee.

1.  SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT  ACCOUNTING  POLICIES 

Fund  Accounting 

The  diverse  nature  of  governmental  operations  and  the  necessity 
of  determining  compliance  with  legal  provisions  requires  modification  of 
accounting  systems  commonly  used  by  commercial  enterprises.   Rather  than 
establishing  a  single  unified  set  of  accounts  to  record  and  summarize  all 
financial  transactions,  the  accounts  of  the  Town  are  organized  on  the  basis 
of  funds,  each  of  which  is  considered  a  separate  entity  with  self -balancing 
accounts  that  comprise  its  assets,  liabilities,  fund  balance,  revenues  and 
expenditures,  including  obligations  and  transfers. 

All  funds  included  in  the  financial  statements  are  reported  on  the 
modified  accrual  basis.   Under  the  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting, 
revenues  are  recorded  when  received  in  cash  accept  in  cases  where  they  are 
both  measureable  and  available  and  therefore  are  resourses  which  may  be  ap- 
propriated.  Expenditures  are  recorded  when  certain  goods  or  services  are 
received  and  actual  liabilities  are  incurred. 

Fixed  Assets 

The  Town  does  not  maintain  a  recordof  its  general  fixed  assets 
and  accordingly  a  statement  of  general  fixed  assets,  required  by  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  is  not  included  in  the  financial  report. 
Expenditures  for  capital  assets  are  charged  off  in  the  year  acquired. 

2.  DUE   FROM  FEDERAL   REVENUE    SHARING 

The  Town  voted  and  approved  a  warrant  article  in  1977  to  expend 
$12,600  for  various  repairs  and  improvements.   A  portion  of  the  cost ,$9, 000, 
was  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  Funds.   At  December  31, 
1977,  the  monies  had  been  expended,  although  th  Federal  Revenue  Sharing 
appropriation  had  not  been  received.

4.   CORRECTION  OF  PRIOR  PERIOD  ERRORS 

At  December  31,  1976,  the  Town  recorded  an  amount  due  from 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  of  $5,776  for  reimbursement  of  costs  incurred 
in  repairing  Town  roads.   The  Town  did  not  record  the  liability  for  the  costs 
incurred  which  were  not  paid  until  1977.   The  error  resulted  in  an  over- 
statement of  the  fund  balance  as  of  December  31,  1976  in  the  amount  of 
$5,776. 

At  December  31,  1976,  the  Town  had  included  the  Federal 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  balance  of  $8,852  in  the  General  Fund  fund  balance 
and  in  the  unrestricted  cash  balance.   The  Federal  Revenue  Sharing  fund 
has  been  accounted  for  separately  in  accordance  with  Generally  Accepted 
Accounting  Principles  for  Towns  and  Municipalities. 

The  Town  had  previously  included  long-term  debt  obligations 
in  the  general  fund.   An  adjustment  of  $50,000  to  the  fund  balance  at  Dec- 
ember 31,  1976  has  been  made  in  order  to  properly  reflect  the  obligations 
in  the  General  Long-Term  Debt  group  of  accounts  in  accordance  with  Generally 
Accepted  Accounting  Principles  for  Towns  and  Municipalities.

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 

All  children  have  an  equal  right  to  profit  fully  from  a  broadly  based  school 
program.   In  the  struggle  to  bring  together  the  staff,  resources  and  the  curricu- 
lum to  serve  all  learners  the  hard  fact  faces  us  all  -  and  that  is  that  education 
is  costing  morel   Like  everything  else  the  school  is  not  immune  to  the  ever  in- 
creasing cost  of  living. 

For  a  good  many  years  I  have  given  my  time,  efforts  and  leadership  responsi- 
bilities to  preparing  young  people  for  their  world.   I  have  constantly  strived  for 
the  improvement  of  educational  opportunities  for  the  young.   I  feel  I  have  tried 
to  consider  co~r.unity  concerns.   I  am  aware  of  the  burdened  taxpayer  but  also  con- 
cerned that  we  continue  to  offer  a  quality  education.   This  is  essential  if  our 
students  are  to  compete  in  college  and  in  the  job  market.   I  have  sensitivity  to 
the  needs  of  the  staff  to  do  the  important  job  of  "teaching".   I  have  realized 
patience  is  required  in  bringing  about  needed  change.   I  try  to  keep  aware  of  the 
decisions  of  the  courts  as  they  effect  the  schools.   Indeed  the  role  of  the 
Superintendent  has  become  much  more  complexed  in  recent  years. 

The  citizens  may  be  interested  in  our  Vocational  Center  project  which  will 
effect  the  AREA  agreement  in  that  students  may  attend  vocational  program  offerings 
at  no  additional  cost  other  than  the  regular  AREA  High  School  Tuition.   The  site 

as  cleared  and  footings  and  foundation  are  in  place.   Structural  steel  is 
expected  to  be  delivered  by  the  time  you  read  this,  and  masonry  work  on  exterior 
walls  will  start  this  Spring.   By  fall  of  1979  the  building  should  be  enclosed  and 
interior  work  will  proceed,  along  with  installation  of  equipment.   The  project 
completion  date  is  March  1980,  and  courses  will  be  in  effect  for  September  1980. 

Lch  work  is  already  underway  on  the  curriculum  of  the  schools,  and  it  will  be 
carefully  planned  by  using  student  interest  surveys  as  an  important  planning  tool. 
Students  in  the  programs  will  spend  approximately  2%  hours  per  day  in  the  vocation- 
al section  and  the  balance  of  time  in  the  regular  academic  areas  of  the  high  school, 
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The  Principal  of  the  school  has  written  a  brief  report  which  I  would  like  to 
quote  here: 

"The  Stratham  Memorial  School  continues  to  function  smoothly  and  is  a  facility 
of  which  the  community  of  Stratham  can  be  proud.   Our  curriculum  continues  to 
develop  and  grow,  and  this  year  our  emphasis  has  been  in  the  area  of  Mathematics. 
A  revised  mathematics  curriculum  has  been  implemented  most  successfully,  after  a 
great  deal  of  time  and  effort  on  the  part  of  the  teaching  staff  in  planning  and 
developing  materials. 

Reading  and  Language  Arts  continue  to  be  areas  in  which  we  concentrate, 
regrouping  pupils  so  that  those  in  need  of  assistance  may  have  as  much  individual 
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help  as  possible.   Our  Title  I  Program  provides  testing,  evaluation,  and  tutoring 
for  those  in  need  of  help  in  the  Reading  and  Language  Arts  areas. 

The  school  district  has  expanded  the  amount  of  time  allotted  for  Speech 
Therapy,  Physical  Education,  and  Occupational  Therapy,  so  that  these  specialized 
areas  will  give  individual  students  help  in  skills  which  need  development  and 
make  their  elementary  school  experience  a  more  positive  learning  experience.   The 
school  in  Stratham  provides  a  good  basic  education  and  meets  the  specialized  needs 
of  individual  students  in  as  many  ways  as  possible. 

The  continued  support  of  the  PTO  provides  programs  in  the  Arts  and  Humanities 
for  the  students  in  the  school.   The  PTO  also  coordinates  our  effective  volunteer 
program  and  the  time  and  energy  given  by  our  many  classroom  and  library  volunteers 
is  of  great  benefit  to  the  students. 

I  should  like  to  close  my  section  of  this  report  by  extending  an  invitation 
to  all  the  residents  of  Stratham  to  visit  the  school  and  see  it  in  action.   The 
door  is  always  open  and  the  staff  and  I  are  always  eager  to  meet  and  talk  with 
all  of  you." 

One  other  area  I  should  like  to  mention  briefly  and  that  is  on  the  so-called 
Competency  Tests  which  have  come  into  wide  use  throughout  the  country  in  recent 
years.   Currently  we  are  giving  Achievement  Tests  at  grade  2,4,  6  and  8.   This 
compares  a  student's  scores  to  scores  achieved  by  a  nationwide  sampling  of 
students.   Scores  are  given  in  relation  to  National  norms. 

Recently  we  gave  a  competency  test  to  grade  five.   These  tests  are  designed 
especially  for  use  in  our  school  system  and  measure  how  well  a  student  does  on  a 
particular  skill  on  knowledge  in  a  subject  area  which  is  included  in  our  guide  of 
items  to  be  taught.   These  can  be  very  valuable.   The  State  is  requiring  we  give 
some  sort  of  competency  test  at  least  three  times  before  graduation.   We  expect 
to  comply  with  this.   Used  properly  the  results  can  be  a  powerful  tool  in  edu- 
cational planning. 

In  conclusion  I  trust  we  can  continue  to  all  work  together  to  provide  a 
quality  education  at  a  reasonable  price  for  the  youth  of  this  community. 


Frederick  B.  King 
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Report  of  the  Business  Administrator 

A  major  change  vill  occur  in  the  coming  year  in  the  way  we  construct 
our  budget  and  account  for  our  funds.   The  coding  system  and  the  classi- 
fication of  revenues  and  expenditures  that  has  become  familiar  to  many 
of  us  vill  be  dropped  and  a  completely  new  chart  of  financial  accounts 
and  code  numbers  vill  be  employed. 

This  change  has  occurred  as  a  result  of  a  federal  effort  to  bring 
about  uniformity  across  the  country  in  school  financial  accounting  and 
reporting.   Currently  there  is  little  consistency  in  this  area.   Conse- 
quently, financial  information  provided  at  the  federal  and  state  level 
is  often  of  questionable  accuracy  and  comparability. 

The  National  Center  for  Education  Statistics  is  currently  engaged 
in  re-vriting  the  federal  manual  for  school  accounting.  A  consulting 
firm  from  Atlanta,  Georgia,  vas  selected  to  accomplish  the  actual  re- 
draft. As  part  of  the  effort,  a  sixteen  member  National  Reviev  Commit- 
tee vas  formed  to  study  the  devlopment  of  the  draft  and  make  recommen- 
dations and  changes.   I  feel  most  fortunate  to  have  been  selected  to 
serve  on  that  committee.   It  continues  to  be  a  very  vorthvhile  experience. 

The  nature  of  information  used  to  make  decisions  in  education  has 
undergone  an  important  shift.   In  the  past,  the  chart  of  accounts  vas 
designed  to  demonstrate  responsibility  for  public  funds  in  terms  of  re- 
source inputs  rather  than  outcomes  or  results.   With  an  increasing  demand 
for  information  about  outcomes,  techniques  must  be  modified  to  be  respon- 
sive to  these  nev  demands. 

Methods  of  financial  accounting  and  reporting  long  in  use  are  nov 
being  altered  to  meet  the  information  needs  of  government  agencies,  school 
officials,  and  the  general  public.   These  needs  hav,e  grovn  out  of  a  concern 
for  the  rising  cost  of  education,  the  proliferation  of  legislation  that 
has  been  enacted  in  recent  years  mandating  numerous  changes  in  program 
offerings  and  the  need  for  clear  and  detailed  information  to  assist  in  the 
planning  and  decision  making  that  follov. 

The  three  or  four  digit  budget  code  in  use  for  many  years  and  used 
for  the  final  time  in  the  budget  printed  elsevhere  in  this  book  vill  be 
replaced  with  a  nev  multi-digit  code  vhich,  rather  than  being  just  an 
account  number,  is  an  identification  of  each  financial  transaction.   This 
system  vill  permit  closer  analysis  of  financial  data  and  provide  manage- 
ment vith  better  financial  information  on  vhich  to  base  decisions. 
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Change  is  never  totally  comfortable  especially  when  that  change 
is  away  from  something  as  familiar  as  our  present  account  codes.   But 
I  believe  that  this  is  far  from  being  "  change  for  change  sake."  It 
will  lead  to  better  financial  information  for  management  and  the  general 
public . 
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STRATHAM  ANNUAL  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  MEETING 

MARCH  6,  197  8 

The  annual  School  District  meeting  of  the  Stratham  School 
District  was  held  at  the  Stratham  Memorial  school  on  Monday,  March  6, 
1978.   Moderator  William  ?.  Roberts  opened  the  meeting  at  8:00  p.m. 
with  approximately  40  people  attending. 

Moderator  Roberts  read  the  School  warrant  and  announced  that 
the  minutes  of  the  1977  meeting  were  printed  in  the  Town  and  School 
Report  and  would  not  be  read.

To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  payment  of 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district.   Douglas  Sc airman  made 
the  motion  to  raise  the  sum  of  S739,590.   It  was  passed  and  seconded. 

Article  ill.   To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  authorize  the 
School  Board  to  make  application  for,  accept,  and  expend  on  behalf 
of  the  school  District,  all  gifts,  advances,  grants  in  aid,  revenue 
sharing  funds  or  any  other  funds  for  educational  purposes  as  may  now 
or  hereafter  be  available  or  forthcoming  from  the  U.S.  Government, 
the  5 ~ate  of  New  Hampshire,  or  any  of  its  municipalities  or  any 
other  state,  local,  or  federal  agency.   Motion  was  made  by  Douglas 
Scamman  to  accept  the  article.   Motion  was  carried. 

Article  IV.   To  choose  agents,  Auditors,  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  other  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant.   No  action. 

Article  V.   To  transact  any  other  business  which  may  legally 
come  before  this  meeting.   No  action.
